2. It has eons to DCO’s attention that the handling of 
BGFIUTO Intelligence requires additional organization of pro- 
cedure. FB I has been forwarding OSO reports (yellow) to the 
field. */M.eld personnel hare no instructions concerning the 
handling of these reports vie-a-via tha British. At the sane 
tins DCO is forwarding to the British liaison officer in 
Washington disguised versions of these sane reports. OSO 
neawrsnduns on the subject of BOFIWf) are also occasionally 
rewritten and handed to the British liaison officer but are not 
forwarded to OPC field personnel. 



3. It ie recosnended that appropriate OPC personnel 
establish a procedure for handling tha BGFIHfD Intelligence 
which should he prenoted to protect sources, to prevent 
"double confirmation," and to insure that OPC field personnel 
serve as the principle channel for BOFIWD Intelligence from 
the United States. 
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
